CHANGE OF THE SEAT OF WAR. 
Special insvatch to The Uhtcago Tribune, 

Srriverizcp, III., Aug. 17.—It has been ap- 
parent for several days that something out of 
the usual line was taking place in the Executive 
office. Your correspondent has therefore kept 
a close watch of the office as propriety would 
admit, being certain that whatever was in the 
wind bad culminated. To-night he was not 
surprised to receive a request from Gov. Ber- 
eridge to call at the Executive office at 8 o'clock 
to-night. A similar request had been sent to ail 
the other correspondents. Upon reaching the 
office the Governor at once made the following 
detailed statement of the facts and events which 
foliow : 

Late last fall, the Governor bad some intima- 
tions that a few lawless men near the line be- 
tween Franklin and Williamson Counties were 
riding around nights masked, alarming the citi- 
zens and committing some depredations, but no 
specific charges were made. He heard nothing 
more of such lawlessness uatil last Friday p. m., 
when a gentleman from Franklin County called 
on him with a letter of introduction from some 
leading citizens of Benton. This gentleman ad- 
vised the Governor of the existence of such a 
class of men in that section of ithe 
State; that he knew some fifteen or 
twenty of them; knew where they kept their 
masks; that they had arranged a call upon a 
neighbor of his on Monday night, and upon him 
a few nights later in the week; that the country 
was a good deal excited, and no attempt had 
been made by the citizens or authorities to put 
a stop to such lawlessness; and that it was 
either leave the country. fight, or be whipped. 
As an old soldier, he did not propose to 
run, but would resist all such attempts 
and defend himself aud his ‘family 
if he had the meaus wherewith ; 
assuring the Governor that he could organ- 
ize a sufficient force to capture these fellovwe if 
he had means. The Governor told him he would 
furnish him 100 stand of arms and amupition, 
and authorized him to raise a militia company, 
and also advised him to get such a force together 
as he could by Monday night and meet these 
desperadoes, and was ordered to capture them, 
and, if necessary to protect themselves or cap- 
ture them, shoot all men in disguise. This gen- 
tleman returned home by DuQuoin and Benton, 
and it is presumed that be had a conference with 
the Sheriff of Frank! County. The arms and am- 
munition were immediately shipped, as agreed 
upon. Saturday the Governor wrote to the Sher- 
iff of Franklin County the following letter :

From numerous inquiries made, the Governor 
is of the opinion thet these Ku-Klux have no 
connection with the- Bulliuer-Russeil- Henderson 
feud of Williamson County, though doubtless 
one gives strength to the other. @ expects a 
full report to-morrow on the arrival of the State’s 
Attorney, and will await all action until fully ad- 
vised by Mr. Barr.

DoQvorm, III., Aug. 17.—A bloody fight oocur- 
red last night in the vicinity of Benton, Frank- 
lin County, between the Sheriff of the above 
named county, with a posse of about twenty 
men under his command, and a band of Ku- 
Klux, who for some time past have been com- 
mitting their outrages on peaceable citizens of 
the Counties of Franklin, Williamson, and Jack- 
son. The assistance of the Sheriff was called 
for yesterday by J. B. Maddox, one of the Coun- 
ty Commissioners of Franklin Vounty, who bad 
received notice from this Ku-Klux band that he 
had not performed certain orders that they had 
given him, and for this offense they would call 
and whip him. Maddox immediately made the 
threat known to the Sheriff, who collected a 
posse of about twenty men, all well armed, who 
accompanied Maddox to his house, secreted 
themselves, and awaited the appearance of the 
marauders. About 2 o'clock at night fourteen 
in number of the Ku-Klux. disguised in long white 
robes, high white hats, and wearing masks, ap- 
peared, armed with shot-guns and pistols. When 
they had come. near the house the Sheriff 
stepped out and commanded them to halt. The 
answer was a pistol-shot by the leader of the 
band, which fortunately took no effect. The 
Sheriff then cried Halt!“ upon which the 
band fired a volley, wheeled their horses and at- 
tempted to make their escape. The Sheriff and 
posse returned the fire with a better result. Sev- 
eral men were wounded, one mortally. All suc- 
coeded in getting away except the one mortally 
wounded. This one, fearing death from bis 
wounds, confessed, and revealed the names of 
some thirty or forty more of his companions. 
From the quantity of bloody clothes found 
near the fight it is supposed several 
must have been hard bit. he citizens of 
Benton immediately called a meeting, passed 
some strong aud determined resolutions, and 
also sent a promiment citizen to place the matter 
before the Governor of the State, and earnestiy 
entreat protection and means to rid he country 
of these midnight murderers. Seveuty-five or a 
hundred stacks of arms have been received. 
The last heard from the Sheriff he was in hot 
pursuit of the balance of the band. The name 
of the man mortally wounded, and who has since 
died, is given as Job Duckworth. All surround- 
ing counties are anxiously awaiting the result of 
tue delegate to Gov.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA EX- TREASURER. 

CaanLeston, 8. C., Aug. 17.—There was an 
exciting time last evening in Columbia, caused 
by the proceedings under the habeas corpus for 
the release of ex-State-Treasurer Parker. The 
application was heard at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, before dudge Mackey, Parker's pounsel 
claiming bis discharge under the provision of 
the Constitution prohibiting imprisonment for 
debt. The Sheriff's return failed to allege that 
the case was.one.of fraud, a charge which is es- 
pecially excepted in the constitutional probibi- 
tion of imprisonment for debt ; and, after an ar- 
gument, the Judge released the prisoner.

A HORRIBLE CRIME.

Mancugstes, July 29.—WNorthern Circuit—

Upon the 
day in question (the 15th of March last) the 
two were together in the bouse, and the prisoner, 
who had purchased the oil of vitriol about an 
hour before, went into a back kitchen and poured 
it out intoa basin. He then returned and put 
his arm around his wife's neck, upon which ashe 
rhised her face, thinking he was going to 
kiss her. He then poured a portion 
of the lquid on her forehead, and 
when she beg to struggle, got her down 
on the floor, apd tried to pour it down 
ber throat, sgyipg, ‘* Whoever has you, shall 
have you both cripple and blind.“ She suc- 
ceeded in preventing him from pouring 
more ihan a very small quantity dowa her 
throat, but he dashed the remainder in 
ber face and ran out of the bouse. 
The victim of this diabolical outrage was in 
danger of death for some time, and wher 
in the box presented a most shocking and pain- 
ful appearance. Before this occurred she had 
been acomely girl. When before the macie- 
trates the prisoner said. It was all her own 
fault; he had told her hundreds of times about 
speaking to Helsby, and she had said she would 
speak to him. He then told he that he would 
throw oil of vitriol on her and cripple her, and 
she replied, ‘the sooner the better. 

The defense was that the prisoner bought the 
vitriol to frighten his wafe only, and that it fell 
upon her accidentally. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and he 
pleaded guilty to a previous conviction of felo- 
ny. There was also against him a charge of 
horse-stealing. He read a long statement. 

His Lordship said that he was with 
the conviction that the prisoner was a man given 
up to the most vindictive feelings. It was the 
most painful spectacle he ever recollec:ed seeing 
in a court of justice when the poor woman got 
into the witness box, and no one could entertain 
the slightest sympaihy with the prisoner, who, 
in the statement which he had read, had not ex- 
e the slightest contrition.

THE FITZ-JOHN PORTER CASS.

petition, and deny the claim,—holding that the 
Government has no power now to do what is re- 
quested; that, having granted and certified the 


lands to them, and third parties having pur- 
chased lands of the Railroad Company, and 
made improvements thereon, the grant is bind- 


ing upon the Government, and it is estopped 
from any resurvey or investigation,—the title 
and possession having passed from the Govern- 
ment, 

The Commissioner holds that, if the grant of 
swamp-lands to the State was made prior to the 
grant to the Railroad Company, the title to the 
land was in the State, and the Government 
could not convey to the Company what 
it did not possess. Such a grant is void, as has 
been decided by the Supreme Court. The Com- 
pany acquired only what the Government had 
aright toconvey. The Government having no 
title, the Company got none, and so, too, third 
parties, purchasers of the Company, can have no 
more title than wae vested in their grantor, The 
Commissioner decides that the counties bave the 
right to establish their claim to the lands, 
by showing them to be swamp-lands within the 
meaning of the act of Congress. 

This ruling, which 18 contrary to the decisions 
heretofore made by the General Land-Ofiice, is 
an earnest that that office is bot under control 
of the railroads of the country, and is a sign of 
retarning reason and justice. 

As the decision is of importance to both par- 
ties in interest, and as it takes entirely new 
ground in this matter, I give it in full:

erence to the investigation of the swampy char- 
acter of certain lands which have been certified 
to said Companies, but which ate claimed by the 
State as ewamp-lands, And, in reply thereto, I 
have to say: 

That, if the lands in question have been certi- 
fied to the Bailroad Companies before the right 
under the swamp-grant attached, no examina- 
uon or inguiries would be made; nor will this 
office further inquire with regard to the correct- 
ness of any decision made heretofore in cases 
where the swampy character of any tract or 
tracts of land has beeu already investigated and 
that question decided ; but in of haaty or 
inadvertent action, where the Mhts or claims of 
parties bave been overlooked Md not examined, 
such parties have the right to be heard. 

This office, with the approbation of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, has further examined nu- 
merous cases in which patents have 
been issued erroneously both to idi- 
vidual purchasers and to railroad companies 
as claimants under. land-grants, although no 
ground of fraud was alleged; and, when such 
error appeared, the patentee has been duly no- 
tified thereof, and requested to relinquish his 
apparent title, and, upon his refusal or neglect to 
do so, a patent bas issued, notwithstanding 
such neglect or refusal, to the p found to be 
entitled thereto,—reciting in such record the 
fact of the former erroneous or inadvertent 
patenting. 

Very notable cases of such second patenting 
have recently occurred iu regard to lands in Cal- 
ifornia, some of which may be mentioned, 

— * of Congress, (Revised Statutes, Sec. 
2,768, 2d Clause), all lands which had been se- 
gregated by the State as swamp-lands by sur- 
veys in accordance with the Uuited States éys- 
tem of surveys, in townships before that time 
surveyed, were confirmed to the State, saving 
the rights to settlers and others ; and the Unitea 
Staces Surveyor-General was required to exam- 
ine the State segregation maps and surveys, and, 
when be found them thus to couform to the 
United States system of surveys, to construct 
aud approve towusbip-plats — and for- 
ward them to this office for approv 

The Surveyor General neglected this duty for 
several years, and, in the meantime, part of the 
lands which had been thus segregated were 
claimed by railroad companies under land-grante 
made by acts of Congress, and were regularly 
listed and patented to such companies, under 
the direction of this office. Many of these cases 
have been examined within the last three years, 
and others are now undergoing examination ; 
and, whenever it is found that the railroad

The Secretary must necessarily perform this 
duty through subordinates ; and, soon after the 
passage of the swamp-grant by Congress, a plan 
was adopted, on consultation with the State au- 
thorities, for making this examination. In Iowa, 
the State undertook the selection of the land, 
and the presentation of proof of its swampy 
character to the Surveyor General,—the ultimate 
determination of the matter being reserved to 
the Interior Department. 

The State has long since claimed that the 
lands in question sre swamp-lan and fur- 
nisbed prima facie evidence that they ire of that 
character. This claim has not yet been ex- 
amined at this office, and, until it is so exam- 
ined, and either rejected or approved, the duty of 
this Department is not performed. Neither is it 
exc from this duty because the Genera! Lai d- 
Office has hastily or inadvertently certified the 
land to another claimant. The fact that such 
certification was nominally to the State for cer- 
tain Railroad Companies does not change the 
matter. It was oct granted for such railroads 
if the land is swamp, and such certification is er- 
roneous, —tbe same as if it had been made to the 
Railroad Companies directly. 

The Supreme Court of the United States, in 
December, 1869, in the case of the Hannibal & 
St. Joseph Railroad Compavy vs. Smith (error 
to the Supreme Court from Miesouri), declared 
that it was the duty of the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior primarily to decide the question of the 
swampy character of the land, and then held 
that, when the Secretary had failed to discharge 
that duty, it was proper for the Court to 
the inquiry. 

The duty, then, of ascertaining the fact 
whether the land is or is not swamp, belongs 
primarily, as declared by the Supreme to 
the Interior Department. That Department 
makes the inquiry through this office; and, 
though the suggestions that the General Land- 
Office is “overburdened with ite numerous 
and intricate duties may seem to excuse the 
delays and mistakes with which it is sometimes 
chargeable, it cannot excuse a refusal or neglect 
to discharge a plain duty. 

The taxing of these lands, and the effect on 
the title under the laws of the State. is a matter 
in regard to which itis not the province of this 
Department to inquire. 

Mr. Wilson says: It is notorious that man

made, without prejadice to legal entries or the 
rights of bona fide settlers under the Homestead 
and Pre-emption laws of the United States, prior 
to the date of said act. 

It has been claimed by some that a certifica- 
tion for the use of a Railroad Company is a 
“legal entry” within the meaning of that act. 
I do not think so. Such certification is a mere 
identification of such lands as were within the 
prescribed limite. An entry means a pur- 
chase with money, or a location under or by vir- 
the of some kiod of warrant or scrip. 

I conclude, therefore, after a careful examina- 
tion of the whole subject, that, unlese the State 
authorities shall formally abandon the claim of 
the State, this office has po right to refuse to 
make the investigation in regard to the swampy 
character of these lands; and, if any of them 
are found, on examination, to be of the descrip- 
tion of land granted to the State as “swamp 
and overflowed lands,“ it will be the duty of the

The melancholy mystery surrounding the 
fate of the balloonists who ascended from 
Chicago five weeks ago and started upon a 
mid-air voyage across Lake Michigan has 
been at last partially cleared away. The body 
of Mr. Grorwoop, the Journal reporter who 
accompanied Prof. Donatpson on his peril- 
ous expedition, has been yielded up from 
the depths of the lake. Upon a lonely 
beach along the eastern shore, ngar Montague, 
Mich., the remains of Grmawoop were yester- 
day found and identified beyond question. 
Thus is verified Tax Tarrxz's theory, ad- 
vanced within forty-eight hours of the depart- 
ure of the balloon, that the aeronauis were 
dashed violently into the lake by the ter- 
rible storm which came upon them about 
midnight. There is no longér room for 
doubt that the two men were drowned, and 
the bursted life-preserver found upon Grrm- 
woop's body suggests the probability that he 
either leaped in the black night from a con- 
siderable elevation, or else was violently 
hurled upon the water bya sudden blast 
of the hurricane. The latter supposition 
is strengthened by the fact that DonaLpson’s 
body has not been recovered. His place in 
atime of great danger would be in the net- 
work near the valve, and a sudden plunge of 
the balloon would find him entangled in the 
rigging, thus to be dragged down and held at 
the bottom when the balloon sank. 


UNCONSTITUTIONALITY OF NEW ISSUES 
OF LEGAL-TENDERS. 
At the time the Supreme Court was first 


called upon for a decision of the questions 
arising under the Legal-Tender acts, the 
question was whether a contract’ made prior 
to the date of these acts was satisfied by a 
tender of greenbacks. The Court decided 
that the Legal- Tender acts applied equally to 
contracts existing at their date as to those 
made thereafter; and that the clauses in the 
acts of 1862 and 1863 making United States 
notes legal-tender in payment of all debts, 
public and private, were unwarranted by the 
Constitution. 

The Judges concurring in this decision 
were Onasz, Chief-Justice ; Netson, Grier, 
Cuirrorp, and Fmuip. The dissenting Judges 
were Justices Swayne, Mn, and Davrs. 
Judge Grier resigned at the same term of 
the Court, and Congress increased the num- 
ber of Judges to nine. Judges Srrone and 
Bnaplzr were appointed to fill the vacancies. 
A majority of the Court as reorganized or- 
dered a reargument of the legal-tender 
cases, and a majority of the Court reversed 
the decision, holding the Legal-Tender acts 
valid. The majority of the Court which af- 
firmed the constitutionality of the Legal- 
Tender acts was composed of the newly- 
appointed Justices, Srrone and Bran iey, 
and the three Judges who had dissented in 
the first case. The other four Judges held 
that the acts were not constitutional. 

In the last case, in which the Legal-Tender 
acts were sustained, opinions were delivered 
in the affirmative by Messrs. Brapiry and 
Srrone; Justices Davis, Swayne, and MrrLxn 
merely concurring in the judgment, they hav- 
ing delivered their opinion in the first case. 
In that first case they placed the constitu- 
tionality of the Legal-Tender acts upon the 
following ground : 

That the power of Congress was founded 
on the general grant of authority to make 
all laws which shall be necessary and proper 
for carrying into execution” the powers di- 


| rectly granted to Congress. This power to | 


make paper a legal-tender not being one 
granted or denied to Congress in express 
terms, then was it necessary and proper at 
the time it was enacted for carrying into exe- 
cution any expressly-granted power? Among 
the known powers are those to declare war, 
borrow money, support armies, etc. 

At the time of these acts this country was 
at war; all the ordinary means of rendering 
efficitnt the powers of Congress had been 
employed; the spirit of the Rebellion was 
unbroken; the credit of the Government 
was nearly exhausted; taxation was inade- 
quate to pay even the interest on the exist- 
ing debt; a general collapse of credit, of 
payment, and business seemed inevitable, in 
which faith in the ability of the Government 
would have been destroyed, the Rebellion 
would have triumphed, the States been di- 
vided;and the people impoverished. The 
National Government would have perished, 
and with it the Constitution which the Court 
was then construing. ‘‘ Congress,” said 
Jutige Mn, was called on to devise 
some new means of borrowing money on the 
credit of the nation, for the result of the 
War was conceded by all thoughtful men to 
depend on the capacity of the Govern- 
ment to raise money in amounts pre- 
viously unknown.” And, speaking for 
himself and Justices Swarnwe and Davzs, 
he added: That the Legal-Tender 
act prevented these disastrous results, and 
that the tender clause was necessary to pre- 
vent them, I entertain no doubt.” After an 
argument to show that no other means were 
open to Congress to meet the exigency, he 
states that the Legal-Tender acts were 
* placed emphatically by those who enacted 
| them upon their necessity to the further bor- 
rowing of money.”

He then pictured the condition of the 


country at the time,—the empty Treasury, 
the inability to borrow, the absence of all 
credit, the overhanging paralysis of trade 
and of business generally, threatening a loss 
of confidence in the ability of the Govern- 
ment to maintain its continued existence, and 
declares : 

It was at such a time and in such circums ‘ances that 

Congress was called upon to devise means for main- 
taining the army and navy, for securing the large sup- 
plies of money needed, and, indeed, for the preserva- 
tion of the Government created by the Constitution. 
It was at such a time and in auch an emergency that 
the Legal-Tender acts were passed. 
He said further that the Court was satisfied 
that no other measure could have met the 
exigencies of the case at the time the Legal- 
Tender acts were passed.” The exigency ex- 
isting, the end sought being legitimate, and 
the means employed being necessary to ac- 
complish the end, which in this case was the 
national preservation, the Legal-Tender acts 
were warranted by the Constitution. The 
fifth Judge, Justice Brapixy, who affirmed 
the Legal-Tender acts, concurred in the 
views of his associates, and added thereto, 
as emphasizing the consideration of necessi- 
ty, the following: 

It follows as another corollary from the views which 
I have expressed that the power to make Treasury- 
notes a legal tender, whilat a mere incidental ons to 
that of issuing the notes themselves, and to one of the 
forms of borrowing money, is nevertheless a power 
not to be resorted to except on extraordinary and press- 
ing occasions, such as war or other public exigencies 
of great gravity and fmportance; and should be no 
longer continued than all the circumstances ef the case 


demand. 

It will be seen, therefore, that all the 
Judges of the Supreme ‘Court who held the 
Legal-Tender acts to be constitutional placed 
that decision on the ground of a great na- 
tional exigency, in time of war, for money to 
preserve the Government and the Constitu- 
tion, when all other means had been ex- 
hausted, and when such an amount of money 
as was needed could not be obtained in any 
other way. 

Where is the great national emergency at 
this time for an issue of legal tenders? The 
Treasury is overflowing; the ordinary taxa- 
tion produces a surplus of revenue; peace 
instead of war prevails; the army and navy 
are reduced to a minimum of expenditure; 
the banks and private capitalists hold an un- 
precedented amount of money awaiting in- 
vestment; the national credit is so great that 
the Government has canceled $500,000,000 of 
6 per cent bonds by substituting therefor 
bonds bearing only 5 per cent interest; the 
monthly retirement of a portion of the 
national debt has been continuous for ten 
years, except fora few months succeeding 
the panic. In this changed condition and 
altered circumstances, the Courts will look in 
vain for the overshawdowing necessity fora 
new issue of legal-tender notes as a means 
to enable the Government to borrow money 
to carry on a war to preserve the national 
existence! In the light of the decisions of 
the Supreme Court affirming this power ex- 
clusively as necessary and proper” ‘to the 
exercise of the known powers of Congress to 
borrow money, and carry on war, and for the 
common defense, it will be a bold man who 
will affirm that anew issue of legal-tender 
notes at this time will command a judicial 
affirmance. 

That the new issue will be declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Courts is as well under- 
stood as it is desired by the leaders in the 
new movement, is hardly denied. The end 
they seek is the abolition of the National 
Banks, the issue of more legal-tenders, the 
declaration by the Courts that the latter are 
illegal, and the re-establishment of State 
banks, and a return to the robbery of the 
country by wild-cat and red-dog banks char- 
tered by State authority.

It is thus seen that on the day Mayor 
Mon entered upon his official duties the 
floating debt” as stated to him by Comptrol- 
ler Taxtor was $686,707, and the special 
funds had been drawn upon to the extent of 
$1,144,186, making together what the Times 
calls an “unlawful debt” of $1,830,893. 
This sum does not include about $250,000 
then due the Gas Companies, nor the $50,000 
borrowed from the Relief and Aid Society a 
few days after the Fire ; nor does it embrace 
all that was due to contractors and as re- 
bates on special assessments. 

All of this debt except about $350,000 was 
created before the Fire, and that amount was 
added to it during the six or seven weeks 
that intervened betwixt the Fire and the be- 
ginning of the new Administration.

Let us be thankful 
that BuTuzr is explicit, and gives figures and 
amounts. Now we:know where we are. 


SALE OF A RAILROAD. 

The sale on Monday of the Rockford, Rock 
Island & St. Louis Railway under a decree of 
foreclosure by the United States Court pre- 
sents a striking illustration of the recklessness 
with which railroads were built on credit in 
this country a few years ago. This Company 
owed to its creditors $9,000,000 borrowed on 
bonds, which, with interest to the time of 
sale, aggregated over $11,000,000. There 
was in addition a floating debt for supplies, 
labor, and current expenses, and for costs of 
judicial proceedings, amounting to perhaps 
$400,000. The road, property, and franchise 
sold for $1,325,000, “which sum is to be 
divided among the creditors, the bondholders 
receiving about 7 cents on the dollar. 

This road was extensively subsidized. The 
towns, cities, and counties which were en- 
trapped into voting aid for it, with the 
amounts voted by each, are as follows:

These municipal bonds were paid over to 
the Company in exchange for capital stock ! 
The bonds were paid to the construction 
company, and their proceeds was probably 
all the cash subscriptions contributed to the 
construction of the road. All else was ob- 
tained from the sale of the Company’s bonds, 
and these were sold recklessly and at con- 
siderable sacrifice. It appears that a large 
number of the bonds were given away for 
supposed influence in their favor, and of 
the proceeds of those actually sold there were 
large tolls taken by certain persons. 

The debt, and of course the capital stock, 
have been sponged out. The stockholders 
are but a fraction worse off than the bond- 
holders, so far asa return of investment is 
concerned. All these municipalities are pay- 
ing interest on their bonds at a rate ranging 
from 8 to 10 per cent interest, and their 
stock is gone where the woodbine twineth. 
Many of these municipalities are but poorly 
able to pay this debt and suffer this loss; the 
courage with which they tax themselves to 
pay the interest and provide for the principal 
is worthy of all commendation. The general 
rashness with which these subscriptions were 
voted before the new Constitution could stop 
it, was only equaled by the coolness with 
which the operators borrowed other people’s 
mohey and divided it among themselves.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE VENDETTA. 

The Massac (III.) Journal, edited by the 
Hon. B. O. Joxns, member of the State Leg- 
islature, gives a very concise history of the 
attempted legislation last winter relating to 
the Williamson County disturbances, whi ch 
sufficiently locates the responsibility for the 
failure of that legislation. We take from the 
article in question the salient points of this 
history : 

It is well known that at the last seasion of the Legis- 
lature we, after counseling with Gov, Brverrpes, in- 
troduced a bill for an act directing the Governor to 
take such steps as, in his judgment, he thought neces- 
sary for the arrest and punishment, after conviction, 
of persons charged with crime inthe Counties of 
Williamson, Franklin, and Jackson, and appropriating 
510,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, for 
the purposes of the act. It should also be well known 
that, in spite of all exertion, this bill failed to be- 
come a law. It was referred, reported back, re-referred, 
reported back with amendment, made a special order, 
postponed, placed on file by sections, recommitted, re- 
ported back with recommendation that “it do not 
pass,” considered by sections, ordered engrossed, and, 
finally, when the session was over and i was too late 
for the bill to go through the Senate, it was passed by 
a strict Republican vote, aided by some Southern 
Democratic members, This isa brief history of the 
bill. Leading Democrats and Independents vied with 
each other in their opposition to it, Hanves, the 
Speaker, left his chair, took the floor, and exhausted 
parliamentary tactics and legal acumen in opposing it. 
CrongcriTre (Independent), Pan (Independent), 
HaLLer (Democrat), MoCor (Democrat), and nearly 
all the others, opposed it, while the Republicans, ever 
trae to the principles of law and order, stood solidly 
for it. 

This locates the legislative responsibility 
for the condition of things in Williamson 
County on the Hon. E. M. Hanves and his 
confederates. Had the Democratic members 
of this Legislature, under the leadership of 
Harnes, voted for the bill, the bloody busi- 
ness might have been stopped,—at least there 
would have been legal authority to expend 
money in an effort to stop it before this late 
day. The Governor has without doubt acted 
very slowly in this matter, and Taz Carcaco 
Tatnuxx and other papers have tried to urge 
him on to sharper action, but it does not be- 
come Democratic newspapers to be conspic- 
uous in their censure of him for pursuing the 
very course the Democratic party wanted him 
to pursue. They at least should maintain a 
discreet silence, since they are responsible 
for discouraging any measures and preventing 
any means for the arrest and punishment of 
the assausius, b

Persons with a 
taste for prolonged mathematical research 
can figure ont the number of years that will 
pass before the new Union will own 10 acres 
of English soil. The old and the new organi- 
zations will probably act on each other like 
Kilkenny cats. 


NOTHING FOR NOTHING. 

Mr. P.-L. (Pig-Iron) Kur kindly ex- 
plained to his ‘McCormick Hall audience in 
this city how he would get the proposed is- 
sues of greenbacks into the hands of men who 
have nothing.” This remarkable process is 
to be accomplished by five acts. We quote 
from his speech: (1) *‘ Adopt [issue] the 
8.65 bonds.” How would a man with nothing 
to give for a 3.65 bond get one? (2) “ Sub- 
stitute greenbacks for the National Bank- 
notes.” The man who had a bank-note 
would then get a greenback, but wherein 
would that make him better off, and how 
would the man who has no bank-note get one? 
(3) “ Get rid of the $20,000,000 in gold.” We 
presume Mr. P.-I. Kit does not wish 
$20,000,000 in gold to be given away for 


nothing by an impoverished nation.” He 


wants it sold. People with something to 
give in exchange for it would get it and could 
then buy greenbacks with it, but how about 
the men with nothing to give in exchange 
for it? (4) ** Prohibit the Secretary [of the 
Treasury] from selling [any more] gold.” It 
is quite impossible to see how this would aid 
a man with nothing to get grtenbacks. (5) 
„Make him redeem gold-bearing bonds in- 
stead of redeeming greenbacks.” He is un- 
fortunately not redeeming greenbacks now. 
If he redeemed the bonds, a man who had a 
bond would get something, but how would a 
man who had nothing get anything? We 


confess that we are quite unable to answer 


these questions, but console ourselves with 
the sure knowledge that nobody else in the 
world can answer them. Certainly Mr. 
Kir did not. It is probable, how- 
ever, that before W. D. K. was through 
with printing “billions of greenback-scrip 
and interconvertible 3.65 scrip bonds, 
both kinds of paper would be worth com- 
paratively little, or perhaps nothing, and 
then a man who had nothing could get them, 
for nothing will exchange for nothing, even 
up. They would be of no use to him when 
he got them, to be sure, except to look at 
the pictures on them, but this, we suppose, 
is a minor matter with the Kexuxy school of 
inflationists. The main point is, that every- 
body would be provided with plenty of due- 
bills, worth nothing, but exchangeable for 
other due-bills, also worth nothing, and yield- 
ing a yearly interest of still other due-bills, 
also worth nothing! 
THE CRUSADE AGAINST CORBIN. 

Connm is an Ohio saloon-keeper, one of 
the hundred thousand or so who hardened 
their hearts during the crusade, or who, after 
conversion, found that lecturing was less 
profitable than liquor, and so went back to 
their old and evil ways, and retailed wet 
damnation instead of dry denunciation. 
Eighteen months ago, Conn appeared at 
Westerville, a muddy village near Columbus. 
He hired a small store. He hung out signs 
of fearful portent. ‘‘Saloon” shocked the 
sanctified souls of Westerville. To make 
matters worse, souls of another sort resorted 
to Conn. The abandoned wretch actually 
made money, and that in these hard times. 
This was too much. The men, women, and 
ministers of Westerville gathered togetherand 
took counsel. That is, everybody gave coun- 
sel. Counsel was cheaper than Corp's 
beer; and yet there were thriftless folk who 
preferred the latter. Nobody knows how it 
happened, but, soon after the first temperance 
meeting, Corsr’s shanty caught fire. By 
one of those strange mistakes of Providence 
which will happen, the fire was put out. 
Soon afterwards a can of gunpowder sudden- 
ly exploded in that neighborhood and blew 
part of the saloon into kindling-wood. A 
few volleys of stones from temperance-loving 
youth ere long demolished all the windows. 
Breaking a pane of glass to the glory of God 
and the confusion of Connm was too keen a 
pleasure to be resisted.

WHO PAYS THE DUTY ? 

The Journal bas discovered that the con- 
sumer of an imported article does not pay 
the duty upon it! Itis the producer, it de- 
elares, who pays it. The article devoted to 
an attempt to prove this.economic paradox is 
long, which is the most that can be said in 
its favor. We extract from the column of 
words the example by which it tries to main- 
tain its absurd position. Curionsly enough, 
this example just proves the opposite! It is 
as follows: 

Canada imposes a duty of 15 per cent on fron. Our 
iron-masters are nevertheless able to sell iron in Cana- 
do, but are unabdleto add this 15 per cent duty, be- 
cause of the sharp competition which they encounter 
| from the English iron-masters. The result is, the 
American pays the duty on the iron which he ships to 
Canada, and the English expor ter is also compelled to 
pay the duty on his shipments, For either to attempt 
to charge it over to the customer would be to forfeit 
his market and lose his custom. 


Suppose a Canadian railroad-builder orders 
$100,000 worth of Americaniron. The manu- 
facturer on this side of the border-line ships 
the $100,000 worth to the frontier and puts 
it in bond, receives his $100,000, and goes 
about his business. The Canadian pays his 
Government the $15,000 of duty, releases the 
iron, and sends it forward to his road-bed to 
be laid thereon. The iron has cost him 
$115,000. Who has paid the duty? Mani- 
festly, the ‘“‘Canuck.” The Canadian has 
paid him $100,000 for it, and then paid his 
own Government the 15 per cent tariff tax. 
If there had been no duty, he could have 
bought the iron for $100,000. The duty has 
therefore cost him—the consumer—$15,000, 
while the producer has got just what he would 
have received had there been free trade in 
iron. According to the Journal's proposition, 
if the American had refused to make the iron 
for $100,000, his English competitor would 
have stepped forward and filled the order. 

The only case in which a tax can be col- 
lected from a foreign nation is when it is 
levied as an export-duty upon an article prac- 
tically monopolized by one country, as tea is 
by China. If the Flowery Kingdom lays an 
export duty of 5 cents a pound on tea, the 
American consumer will pay that tax, because 
he—or, in this case, she—can get tea nowhere 
else. 
Even in this case, it will be noticed that 
the consumer pays the tax. This economic 
law cannot be evadedi The Journal might 
as well try to prove that if loaves were taxed 
a cent apiece, the bakers and not the eaters 
would pay the extra cent! 
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REMARKABLE STATEMENTS. 

The Hon. W. D. Kir told his hearers, 
last Friday night, that the greenback never 
depreciates a cent in value,” and wanted to 
know, you know, whether any man ever 
lost a dollar on the legal-tender notes.” He 
afterwards answered his own question by say- 
ing that no man ever had! 

It is practically impossible to stoop to the 
level of the mind that thinks the greenback 
does not depreciate. For three or four years 
after it was issued, it did little else. Since 
that abnormal war-time, it has oscillated with 
every day. The measure of value of any 
paper currency is its purchasing power, and 
this depends upon its redeemability. If it is 
not redeemed by the makers, it is bought 
and sold at a discount by the brokers. 


Let us see whether or not the greenback 
has depreciated since the War ended. We 


might give hundreds of instances by merely | 
copying the record of fluctuations since 1865. 
But we content ourselves with naming a few 


worth 72 cents,—a depreciation of 4 cents. 
On the 15th of June in the same year, 
the greenback was bought for 68 cents. June 
16, this paper that never depreciates was sold 
for 62 cents. It had fallen 6 cents in a day, 
and all the Ketixzys in creation could not 
have prevented it. A certain Friday in 
September, 1869, has passed into history with 
the prefix ‘‘ Black,” because the selling-price 
of the greenback fell so frightfully on that 
day as tocause acommercial catastrophe. On 
the morning of Sept. 24, 1869, the paper 
dollar was worth 75 cents in gold. Within an 
hour or two, it depreciated 14 cents! It was 
sold for 61 cents. 

Here are three plain cases of depreciation. 
The daily record of the variations of the gold 
premium shows that the dishonored 
scrip of the country has bobbed up and 
down, appreciated and depreciated, wavered 
like the sea, from the day of its issue until 
now. Every man who engaged to work for 
so many greenback dollars when the pur- 
chasing-power was up, and was paid when the 
purchasing-power went down, lost by them. 
Whoever buys or sells goods or grain on 
credit is forced to gamble in the bargain. He 
may win or lose by the fluctuation in the cur- 
rency, but he will not, save in the rarest of 
cases, receive precisely the same purchasing- 
power a month or a year hence that he would 
were he paid to-day.

Monracus, Mich., Aug. 17.—There has been 
considerable excitement here to-day, in con- 
sequence of the receipt of news from Whitehall 
and other points along shore that settles the 
fate of Newton 8. Grimwood, one of the excur- 
sionists in the missing balloon, the loss of 
which bas been so widely discussed. 

The first tidings from Whitehall were not at 
all complete, and were discredited pretty gen- 
erally, and placed in the list of rumors which 
have been too frequent. After a time, how- 
ever, it became apparent that there was 

NO DOUBT OF THE IDENTITY 
of the body. The diseovery was made by Mr. 
A. Beckwith, who carries the mail between 
Stony Creek and Montague. During his trip 
along the lake shore he noticed a peculiar smell, 
and was attracted by it to look along the beach 
in search of a cause. He relates that, when he 
came up to the body, it was lying on the beach 
partly covered with sand. Decomposition had 
set in, and Mr. Beckwith describes the scene as 
horrible to the senses. Never having seen 
Grimwood, he was at first at a loss to 
know who the dead man might be; 
but, conquering his repugnance, he approached 
the body and closely examined it. There was 
fastened around the waist 
A LIFE-PRESERVER, 
bat it had been broken and was of no sustaining 
power. In the pockets were found s diary hav- 
ing a few entries of dates, memorandums of en- 
gagements, money transactions, addresses, and 
some brief catch-words, probably to be under- 
stood only by the maker. There was in the book 
A CARD NUMBERED 29,623, 

and having the following words printed and 
written below :

had on a full suit of clothes, excepting boots 
and hat, and the preparations made by tightly 
buttoning the coat and putting on the life-pre- 
server seemed to indicate that the young man 
had prepared to swim, and might have succeeded 
in sustaining himself above the surface for some 
time had the life-preserver been of any use. 

After the ‘body had been thoroughly examined 
it was buried near where it was found, it being 
impossible to transport it without an air tight 
casket. The place where the interment took 
place was carefully noted, and it will be quite 
possible with proper appliances to disinter and 
remove the remains if the relatives so desire.

THE KANSAS CITY WAR. 

The war which has been going on for some 
time past between the St. Louis. Kansas City & 
Northern and Atlantic & Pacific Railroads, and 
in which lately all the Western roads became in- 
volved, came to a conclusion yesterday, and the 
roads lately combatting each other with un- 
paralleled ferocity are again working harmo- 
niously together on a platform of Grace, Mercy, 
and Peace. The managers of all the roads lead- 
ing frqm Chicago and St. Louis to Kansas City 
held a meeting at the Grand Pacific Hotel yes- 
terday, at which the above result was brought 
about. The following gentlemen were present: 
A. A. Talmage, General Superintendent, J. A. 
Hill, General Freight Agent, and A. J. 
Ford, General Ticket Agent of the 4 
lantic & Pacific; Daniel Hays; Prosi- 
dent, W. R. Arthur, General Superintendent, 
A. C. Bird, General Freight Agent, and C. K. 
Lord, General Ticket Ageot of the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern; M. Garver, General 
Superintendent. R. 8. Stephens, General Man- 
ager, Thomas Dorwin, General Ticket Agent, 
and O. Warner, Northwestern Passenger Ageot 
of the Missouri, & Texas; Robert Har- 
ris, General Superintendent, C. W. Smith, Gen- 
eral Freight Agent, and Samuel Powell, General 
Ticket Agent of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy ; Hugh Riddle, General Su tendent, 
Lewis Viele, General Freight Agent, and E. St. 
John, General Ticket Agent of the Chicago, 
Rock Island-& Pacific ;, J. C. MeMullin, General 
Superintendent, and James Smith, General 
Freight Ageot of tho Chicago & Alton; H. C.

The meeting was organized by the election of 
Hugh Riddle as President and Horace Tucker 
as Secretary. 

A long debate foliowed, in which most of 
those present participated. Nearly all those 
present expressed their opinion that there was 
no further cause for this war, and that it should 
cease at once. The extremely low rates at which 
freights and passengers bad been carried since 
the commencement of the difficuity was crip- 
pling all the roads participating iu the fight. and 
the business was not such that they d stand 
it any length of time. 

The St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern Rail- 
way did not think it had been treated fairly by 
the Atlantic & Pacific, and hence it objected to 
making peace until that line would cancel the 
contracts it bad made at Denver some time ago, 
in violation of the rules prevailing among honor- 
able business men. 

The Chicago & Alton, which connects with the 
St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern, was also in 
favor of keeping up the present war until com- 
peting lines would agree to make no discrimina- 
tions in favor of any particular line or parties. 

The meeting, which lasted all day, with au in- 
termission of two hours for dinner, was a rather 
stormy one, but finally an understanding was 
arrived at, and a resolution was adopted to re- 
establish the freight tariff which was adopted 
April 20, with such changes as the General 
Freight Agents sbould decide upon. 

At a subsequent meeting of the General

St. Pat., Minn., Aug. 17.—F. R. Delano, bav- 
ing returned this morning from New York, re- 
ports that, at the meeting last week of the Di- 
rectors of the First Division St. Paul & Pacific 
Company, with representatives of the Dutch 
holders of bonds covering extension lines from 
St. Cloud to St. Vincent and to Brainerd, an 
agreement was arrived at settling the pending 
suite and differences, and arrangements entered 
into for the immediate resumption of work, with 
the intention of completing this fali all the rail 
lines from St. Paul to St. Vincent by way of 
Breckinridge, and from St. Paul to Brainerd by 
way of Sauk Rapids, as follows: 82 miles from 
Breckinridge, to congect at the southern end 
with the completed portion of the St. Vincent 
extension, 12 miles south of Glyndon and 
from the portbern end of the same, 62 miles 
already graded, to St. Vincent, where counection 
will be made with the then completed brauch of 
the Canadian Pacific from Fort Garry; also 55 
miles already graded from Sauk Rapids to Brain- 
erd. The parties negotiating, according to Mr. 
Delano’s report, are pledged and abundantly 
able to furnish the money necessary under the 
agreement.

ALLEGED ENORMOUS FRAUDS. 
New Tonk. Aug. 15.—The Mercury's Washing- 
ton dispatch states that the sale of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad last Thursday, under a decree 


of foreclosure, was the greatest fraud ever per- 
petrated in this country. The transaction 
will be investigated by Congress, as 
some fifty million acres of public lands 
are involved. A committee of bondholders have 
ascertained that $20,400,000 stand on the books 
as cash received ; that $17,281,000 were paid out 
for building 553 miles of road, for rolling-stock, 
@telegranh line, buildings, etc., leaving a balance 
of $13,119,000 unaccounted for. The com- 
mittee of German bondholders discovered, 
on investigation and report, that the 
Directors formed two land companies, and 
so manipulated affairs that these land companies 
came into ion of the lands at $2.50 per 
acre which could have been sold for $10 and

The weather 
was fine, and the crop reports good by comparison 
with those of the past few days, while the shipping 
movement was dull and lake freights heavy. The 
business was thus almost entirely for, future delivery, 
except in corn, 

There is now gradual improvement in the dry-goods 
trade, and the feeling among jobbers is growing more 
cheerful. Indications favor an active and prosperous 
season. Groceries met with nothing more than a fair 
demand, and values were subjected to no quotable 
fluctuations, All of the staple articles, embracing 
sugars, sirups, molasses, rice, coffees, and teas, 
were firm, and side articles too, a6 2 rule, 
were held at full prices, The demand for fish con- 
tinues fair at about steady prices.

Paints 
and éolors remain unchanged. 

Lumber was fairly active at the yards, and steady. 
There was no change at the docks. The offerings were 
liberal, and buyers took hold moderately well. Prices 
were unchanged. Hardware and metals were quiet. 
Usually trade begins to improve at this time, but this 
season appears to be an exception to the rule, 
The reason for the late opening of the fall 
trade is to be found im the fact that the 
unsettled weather has put back harvesting. 
A revival in trade is expected as soon as the crops 
commence to move. The Hool, hay, seed, and hide 
markets were without new features, Broom-corn was 
in fair request and firm, Fine salt advanced loc per 
bri, or to $1.50, owing to light stocks, an active de- 
mand, and a stronger feeling at Saginaw. Green 
fruits were abundant yesterday, and in better order 
than on former days, but the demand was light, and 
prices for most varieties were easier, Vegetables, in- 
cluding potatoes, were dull and easy, Poultry was very 
slow, owing to the arrival of prairie chickena, which, 
being a novelty, were preferred by the restaurant men 
and other buyers.

The homeopathists swear that 
the dose was deadly, and the great wonder is 
fifty did not die instead of four. The eclectics 
say the remedy was good, but criticise Howard 
severely for the amount of hemlock used. The 
quarrel has involved a diecussion of the social 
merits of the respective theories, and the dis- 
ciples of each system have each other by the 
ears ina way that shows they are in earnest. 
The newspe offices have been besieged all 
day by enthused would-be medical contro- 
versalists who have attacked the managing edi- 
tors in solid columns of manuscript, soliciting 
room enough to ventilate their views. Many 
physicians bere declare that the dose admin- 
istered was almost necessarily fatal, and that 
either the grossest carelessness or ignorance 
was evinced in ordering and preparing the pre- 
scriptions. Many physicians assert that the 
prescription was not warranted by the practice 
in avy system of medicine. Popular feeling on 
the subject is strong. and a strict investigation 
ig demanded.

He formed 
am affection for Mrs. Studiey, which grew 
to that extent that be finally became 
so intimate with her that be was found 
frequeutly in her company and she in his. What 
was at first friendship ripened into companion- 
ship, and grew so strong that Swan ultimately 

DECLARED HIS LOVE 

for tho foolish young woman, and poured 80 
many sweet stories in her ears that she became 
a willing party toa plot to elops with her para- 
mour, and injoy life as bocome two such loving 
hearts. 

Studiey was not long in observing the intimacy 
existing between bis wife and his clerk. but had 
so much confidence in both that he thought noth- 
ing serious would result from it. One morning 
about two weeks ago he arose from his bed and 
found hia wife missing. Under his pillow he had 
51.500 in cash, and on examining it found

FIRE-PROOF CONSTRUCTION. 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

The Committee, consisting of Louis Wahl, of 
the Board of Public Works; Charles W. Drew, 
of the Board of Underwriters; N. 8. Bouton, of 
the Citizens’ Association: Dr. Ben C. Miller, and 
Amos Grannis, builder, appointed to report on 
the fire-test of Sydney Myers’ houses on Sacra- 
mento avenue, have submitted the following : 

Cao, Aug. 16, 1875.—Sydney Myers, Esq., Man- 
ager H., F. and A. Bank— Dran Sm: The 
undersigned, your Committee appointed to exsmine 
the plans and specifications submitted in competition 
for the prize of $1,000 offered by you for best 
plans for an approximately fire-proof dwelling, beg to 
report as follows: 

After a thorough and complete examination of the 
various plans submitted, the award was made on the 
lst day of February, 1876, to Mr. A. J. Smith, archi- 
tect, Chicage, con ned upon the faithful per- 
formance on his part of all the stipulations con- 
tained in your circular, involving the erectior by him 
of u house constructed substantially upon plan sub- 
mitted, eaid house to be tested by your Committee, 
especially with reference to its fire-proof qualities; 
but its cost. construction, symmetry, and convenience 
to be also considered, 

Having received notice that a block of four houses 
had been constructed on Sacramento avenue, accord- 
ing to his under the supervision of Mr. Smith, 
wel ed to the locality Saturday afternoon, the 
14th mst., where we found the south one of the block 
furnished for occupancy, and exceedingly desirable as 
to capacity, neatness, and symmetry, as well as in re- 
spect to substantial qualities in the construction. 

These houses have two stores and basement; stone- 
front steps, and sieps to basement; hollow brick 
walls; Portland cement stairs inside, supported on 
brick, and the same description of steps to the yard, 
beth from the principal floor and from the basement; 
ali partitions are of brick or concrete, and all timbers 
perfectly protected with the same materials; roofs 
covered with concrete and then tinned and painted: 
all smoke-flues are lined throughout with burnt clay 
pipe; the window-sills are of stone and the window- 
caps of terracotta, . 

e then proceeded to the north house, which was in 
an unfinished state, ready for the test. This building 
contained representative furniture, made of pine, 

uivalent to that in the furnished house, besides 
w the floors were thickly strewn with shavings, 
and, the further to facilitate a rapid and intense heat, 
the windows were left open, furnishing a perfect 
draught of air through the building. 

The fire was started at 5 o’clock, and, after it had 
nearly burned itself out, water was introduced by Fire 
Marshal Benner, and thrown against the walls and 

from an engine, to 

water thrown on the material when heated, 
The result of this test was most gratifying to your 
ttee, satisfying them that the building was, in- 
deed, all that had been claimed for it, and entitling 
Mr. Smith to the full benefit of the award. The only 
damage we are able to ver as the result of the 
test consisted in the falling of the rough coat of mar- 
tar, the partial burning of the window-casings, and 

of the window caps by smoke. 

In addition to the test made to the building itself, 
we also tested two sectional buiidings, intended: to 
show more particularly the construction of the roof 
and ceiling, of which there were two kinds; one 
known as John’s patent ceiling, with wires stretched 
at intervais of 4 inches to form the support of the 
whole mass of mortar and concrete, while the otber, 
an arrangement of your own, in which the support for 
the mortar was formed by nailing wood to bevel- 
ed strips of wood on the under side of the joists, so 
that when the concrete is filled in on top it forms a 
self-su arch. Both these sections were sub- 
jected to an ſutense heat for three-fourths of an hour, 
when water was applied, and they were foutd to be in 
a tly as condition as before the test.

I found as a result of my investigations that 
wherever ‘creosoting” had been carefully, 
thoroughly, and honestly done, the preservation 
of the timber and wood was 2 questioa, 
but that where it had been cheaply and careless- 
ly done, or on an irrespobsible job matter by a 
contractor, it was as a matter of course unsatis- 
factory, and, like everything else, suffered from 
cupidity, of the false economy of trying to save 
by cheapening first cost. I found but one piece 
af thoroughly “ creosoted " and well constructed 
(I mean carefully) and laid pavement in this 
country, and that was laid some eight or nine 
years ago in Wall street, New York City, directly 
opposite the Custom-House,and, while being sub- 
jecsed toa tremendous traffic, it hag outlasted 
all the other wooden pavements in 
that city, many of tbem three times 
over.
